Former tocattman-was 
FBI's lead negotiator 


Clinton Van Zandt, a 23-year 
veteran of the FBI, was starting 
to feel at home in the elite unit 
featured in the Academ: 
Award-Winning ‘The Silence of 
the Lambs.” 

‘Then the past came calling. 

Van Zandt, a Granite City 
native and 1963 graduate of 
Granite City High School, is a 
supervisory special agent with 
the Investigative Support Unit of 
the FBI Academy’s National 
Center of Analysis of Violent 
Crime. There he studies the 
behavior of serial killers,” 
rapists, and kidnappers. 

For two weeks in March, 
federal agents had been getting 





nowhere with religious cult 
leader David/Koresh, who was 
barricaded with heavily armed 
followers inside his Branch 
Davidian compound in Waco, 
Texas. 

The FBI needed an expert to 
head up negotiations with the 
cult, and Van Zandt was the 
obvious choice. 

He'd spent years on their 
special operations and research 
unit, charged with hostage, 
crisis and SWAT team 
assignments. He had trained 
other agents in the art of 
negotiating. He’d been through 
prison riots and a standoff with 
a religious cult in Arkansas,

which ended peacefully after 
five days. 

“When they called me I 
thought, wait a minute, I don’t 
do this anymore,” Van Zandt, 
48, said in an interview at his 
home in Spotsylvania County in 
Virginia. “But when the FBI 
says, ‘We'd like you to go,’ it 
pretty much means you're on 
the way.” 

Before he’d return, Van Zandt

Authorities are investigating 
the cause of a Wednesday morn- 
ing fire at a vacant home on 
Edwardsville Road 

The suspicious. blaze started in 
the single-story wood frame 
house in the 1300 block of 


Edwardsville Road at about 9 _ 


a.m. 

The entire front of the house 
was engulfed in flames when 
firefighters—arrived, Fire Chief 
Keith Talley said. 

“Plames were shooting out 
five to six feet when we 
arrived,’’ Talley said. 

A neighbor who reported the 
fire said- that. the former resi- 
dents of the house had moved 
out over the weekend. The for- 
mer residents had been evicted 
by the property owner, accord 
ing to a police report 

“We were in the front of the 
house and saw smoke. I thought 
that Granite City Steel was put- 
ting it out, Then we heard a pop- 
ping noise, and seen the 
flames,’ the woman said. 

“J just wish that we called 
when we seen the smoke. 

While electrical and gas ser- 
vices had been shut off, they had 
been turned back on prior to the 
fire Wednesday, police said. 

The owner, Elaine Holmes, 66, 
of the 2400 block of Logan Ave 
nue, told police that she had 
been planning to sell the home. 

Service representatives from 
Wlinois-American Water Co. 
arrived to shut off water service 
to the home even as firefighters 
were controlling the burn. 

A passing motorist said that 
he entered the house to ensure 
that there were no occupants 
trapped inside. 

Chris Bucks, 
block of Adams reet, whose 
hair and eyebrows were singed 
by the heat, said that he was 
driving by when he saw the 
smoke. He said he stopped, 
entered the house and and ran 
through it searching for people. 

The home was almost com- 
pletely destroyed by the blaze, 
which started in a front living 
room, police said. 

A next-door neighbor said that 
the fire department did an excel- 
lent job of controlling the fire.

Before the standoff, the FBI 
had known little about the 
Davidians.

star. 

He told his followers to avoid 
alcohol, tobacco and meat, but 
was seen in Texas restaurants 
indulging in all three.

A number of followers were 
well-educated, with degrees from 
Harvard or divinity schools.

While he hoped some of the 
cult members would see the 
truth and escape, Van Zandt 
predicted Koresh would never 
surrender. 

“I’m as convinced of that now 
as I was then. For him to come 
out, he would have had to face 
the truth, to give up being God. 
His followers and the media 
would have scrutinized him and 
he would have failed the test.’” 

Van Zandt would occasionally 
talk to other Davidians on the 
phone. He would plead with. 
-them_to_“‘come_ of 


* Walk away, “But how could 
we, with children in danger and 
the federal agents who were 
killed?”’ 

* String wire around the 
compound and turn it into a 
prison. They would have allowed 
no supplies in and waited it out. 
“We tried to think what that 
would have been like after the 
food ran out. T got this vision of 
Koresh holding a starving baby 
out the window and saying, ‘See 

. You-ean let him die if you 
want.’ ”* 

* Storm the building and try to 
take over. This was rejected for 
more than one reason. ‘‘We 
weren’t going to use FBI agents 
as cannon fodder,” said Van 
Zandt. Agents also feared 
Koresh would put weapons in the 
hands of children and 
teen-agers, forcing authorities 
into horrible decisior 

It was decided to use tear gas 
to force their hand. Most 
importantly, the cult could use 
the gas as an excuse to 
surrender with its pride intact. 

Agents had to use tanks, he 
said, because‘the firearms

Who knows, that might have 
ended it, but I tell you I'd quit 
the FBI if they started assuming 
that kind of authority,’ Van 
Zandt said. es 

The FBI did com

is blamed 
in death

A dose of a medication that 
was mislabeled ina hospital 
pharmacy apparently caused the 
death last month of a Collinsville 
man who had been admitted 
with gall bladder problems. 
_Fred W. Russell, 69, a_long- 
time employee of A.O,. Smith in 
Granite City, died at.3:15 a.m. 
April 17 at Anderson Hospital in 
Maryville. According to-testimo- 
ny given during a Madison Coun- 
ty coroner’s inquest Wednesday, 
Russell’s death resulted from 
“the inadvertent administration” 
of Mivacron instead of the drug 
Zantac. 

The mislabeling was believed 
to have occurred because the 
packaging on both drugs was 
virtually identical. 

Dolores Phelps, an administra- 
tive associate at Anderson Hos- 
pital, read a prepared statement 
that said Mivacron, normally 
administered with general aries- 
thesia during surgery, ‘‘causes 
the cessation of respiratory fune- 
tion,” which allows for the use 
of a ventilator. 

“an investigation is 9, 
and the protocol for drugflispen- 
sation (in Anderson Hosfitalsis 
under review,” Phelps said. 

Phelps’ statement expressed 
remo! for Russell’s death and 
said that steps were being taken 
to “reduce or eliminate” the 
chance of another such death. 

According to coroner’s inv 
gator Roger D. Smith, Russi 
had entered the hospital's emer. 
gency room on April 15 com- 
plaining of abdominal pain 
believed to result from gall blad- 
der problem: 

When Russell was admitted to 
the hospital a physician ordered 
the intravenous administration of 
the drug Zantac, used in the 
treatment of ulcers and other 
stomach-related illnesses. 

At 3:05 p.m. on April 15, Rus 
sell received the dose of Miva- 
cron intravenously. Phelps said 
the medication had been deliv- 
ered to the floor by the hospi- 
tal’s pharmacy. The medication 
had been removed from a stor- 
age area and mislabeled, Phelps 
said. > 

At 3:30 p.m., a nurse found 
Russell unresponsive. He 
required resuscitation and was 
then moved to the hospital's 
intensive care unit where he 
“continued to deteriorate’’ until 
his death on April 17, Smith 
said. 

Smith showed two sample 
packages of the mismatched 
_medicationito the coroner's jury. 
“Both drugs are clear liquid that 
come in indentical outer foil 
packaging which covers another 
plastic container bearing the 
name of the drug contained. 

The inner container can be 
viewed through a clear plastic 
strip in the foil packaging. 

“But once it’s shaken down 
into the pack (prior to use) you 
cannot see what drug it is,” 
Smith testified. 

The outer foil packaging con- 
taining the Mivacron bore «a 
label with Russell's name on it 
and identifying the drug as Zan- 
tas 


ic.

SPRINGFIELD — About 900 
state employees, ranging from 
historic site managers to public 
information officers, would be 
subject to” four-yea ppoint- 
ments under # bill before the 
Senate.

Give police money for job 


Police officers must view every stopped motorist as a 

potential murderer. 
y The officer walks gingerly toward the car, never letting the 
driver and occupants out of sight. Reaching the back of the 
car, the officer pauses and places a hand on the fender. Is the 
engine still running? Are the people inside making any 
suspicious-moves?. Where do-each ace their_hands?___ 

Reaching the driver-side window, the officer asks for a 
driver’s license, registration and proof of insurance. The 
driver-reaches-aeross the car toward the glove compart- 
ment. Maybe the driver will produce the documents. Maybe 
it will be a gun or knife. 

The driver holds up the requested documents, but even that 
doesn’t mean the officer is safe. Police officers who reach 
into the wrong stopped car for a driver’s license may find 
themselves dragged down the road by a speeding car. 

If everything goes right, it’s just another routine stop. But 
no stop is routine until i over. 

Knowing the potential for danger, can an officer be blamed 
if her or she doesn’t make the marginal stop? 

Knowing that’statistically the danger is increasing all the 
time, can an officer be blamed for considering more and 
more stops marginal? 

If the traffic stop is for driving under the influence of 
alcohol, the officer can look forward to running a series of 
field sobriety tests, taking the person to the station, observ- 
ing the person for 20 minutes before administering a breath 
test, completing a host of forms, and writingout a report that 
averages 112 typewritten pages. 

A police officer will invest about two hours in-@ach DUI 
arrest. If an accident is involved, the officer can count on an 
additional 40 minutes to an hour. In the time it takes an 
officer to process a DUI, he or she could handle a burglary 
report, a suicide and a couple of citizen complaints. 

In Madison County, state statistics show that about six of 
every 10 DUI arrests will be pleaded out — a higher fine will 

ssed for a lesser charge. The driver will keep his or 
icense and no DUI conviction will go on the driver’s 
record. 

Knowing that 36 minutes out of every hour spent processing 
DUIs is essentially being wasted, can officers be blamed for 
being at least a little selective about making DUI stops? 

Straddle our hypothetical officer — the one we can’t blame 
for having lapses in his or her devotion to duty — with little or 
no raise in pay, equipment on its last legs, staffing cuts that 
have left little breathing room, increased demands for 
revenue-producing traffic stops and widespread public opin- 
ion that if ‘‘the police would only do their job’’ the ills of 
society could be solved. 

Then we have all the ingredients for disaster and, ultimate- 
ly, anarchy. : 

The stories on police funding in the Metropolitan St. Louis 
area in Wednesday’s Granite City Journal indicate that most 
area police departments already have most, if not all, of. 
these ingredients. It could be that the only thing keeping us 
from anarchy is that, while we would forgive occasional 
lapses, most police officers could never forgive themselves. 

We should be thankful that we have police officers, and 
police departments, willing and able to make do with what 
they are given. We should be pleased that they take whatever 
extra steps necessary to provide for public safety. 

At the same time, we need to realize that this is only 
possible because the police departments, and police officers, 
are constantly exceeding our reasonable expectations. That 
won’t go on forever. Se 

Our elected officials, the ones with the purse strings, need 
to be reminded that things stretched to the limit are destined 
to snap. The bean-counters can’t be allowed to lose sight of 
the fact that adequate funding means enough money to 
operate today AND enough money to ensure continued 
operation tomorrow. 

, Some things we can hold off fixing until they break. Police 
protection is not one of them.

While many people associate 
only alternative education and 
special education programs with 
the agency, CYHS provides a 
wide variety of services 
including the Women, Infants 
and Children Nutrition Program;

and aftercare support programs; 
and other social services such as 
energy assistance, medical 
assistance and a garden project. 

The agency’s mission is *‘to 
provide programs, facilities and 
trained personnel who can 
promote and conduct programs 
and services to meet the 
hanging human service 
of youth, their families 
and others in need.”" 

More than 26,000 clients were 
served by CYS programs last 
year. The agency is currently

AIDS program offers 
HIV-related services 


Sheila Brown (not her real name) never thought much about HTV 
(human immunodeficiency virus) until a former high school boy- 
friend notified her that he was infected 

Sheila, a college sophomore, got a free, anonymous HIV test 
through the Madison County AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syn- 
drome) Program. She was shocked to find her results were positive 

Along with the results of her test, Sheila received notional sup- 
port and information about living with HIV from her case manag 
Sharon Pfaff. 

‘Sheila was referred to an HIV specialist, who said she had a 
normal number of T-cells (the part of the. immune system attacked 
by HIV) and explained that she could stay healthy indefinitely if she 
takes good care of herself. 

To help Sheila and her family deal with her test results, MCAP 
obtained counseling for them through the Ryan White Program. 

MCAP also gave Sheila bus passes for doctor and office visits, and 
Ensure pudding to boost her nutrition. She joined Madison County's 
HIV support group and was assigned a ‘‘buddy.”” 

Sheila continued to work and be healthy for a few years, but then 
started to feel run’ down. Her lymph nodes were swollen and she 
experienced diarrhea and nausea. 

She lost 15 pounds without dieting or exercising, and her T-cell 
count dropped to 420 from nearly 900. * 

The doctor prescribed AZT for her 
of nearly $250 per month. 

Sheila -did-not-have health-insurance when she. was tested for HIV, 
and no company would cover her, knowing that she was-infected. 

MCAP put her. on a drug reimbursement program. and paid for her 
medical care through the Ryan White Program 

With the AZT, her T-cell count climbed to more than 600. Although 
she-still felt vaguely ill-at times, her condition-improved.——

hn Petrucci, keyboardist 
'Kevin Moore, drummer Mike 
}Portnoy and singer James 
LaBrie — had to wonder if they 
pever would get their careers 
out of neutral 

Formed in 1985 by Long 
Island natives Myung, Petrucci 
and Portnoy while they were 
kstudents at Boston’s Berklee 
School of Music, the group 
earned a record deal with 
Mechanic Records on_ the 
strength of some early demo 
tape: 

The promising start turned 
sour when band members grew 
dissatisfied with three major 
facets of their careers — the 
ality of their 1989 Mechanic 
lebut, “When Dream And Day 
Unite," the level of support 
from the record label and the 
style of their singer at the 
time, Charlie Dominici. 

“That album is sort of a fly- 
by-night recording for us,’’ 
Myung said. “‘We had a very 
limited budget and we hired an 
independent producer, Terry 
Date, whose job it was to 
record this thing as quickly as 
possible. 

“He was specialized in deal- 
ing with bands and getting 
them in and out of the studio 
with a very limited budget ... I 

5] think the playing was there, but 
1 don't think the production 
was,”’ he said. “And production 
is a whole other‘dspect to mak- 
ing what you do sound good. 


That's where, the album is lack- 
ing. We all hate the production 
on the album. 

Compounding Dream The- 
ater’s frustration with the 
album was the inability- of 
Mechanic to provide the finan- 
cial backing needed for touring. 

So the group decided to opt 
out of the record deal. Then 
Dream Theater also opted for a 
change in lead vocalists.

‘ek Oliver, a one-time 
music critic who had given 
“When Dream And Day Unite” 
a sparkling review in Kerrang 
magazine, had moved on to a 
position as a talent scout for 
Atco Records. Oliver signed the 
band to the major label. 

“He was very. much into 
what we were doing,” Myung 
said. ‘‘He didn’t want to change 
a thing. He wanted to leave us 
just the way we were. And 
that’s the way it was.”’ 

With the sales performance of 
“Images And Words,’’ it 
appears Oliver's instincts about 
Dream Theater were right. 

“It’s been amazing what's 
happened,” Myung said. “In 
September of "92, I mean, we 
were out.with a U-haul and a 
van, taking driving shifts. And 
now we have a tour bus that we 
can go to sleep on. And it 
builds up our confidence, too, 
because pretty much we sell 
out everywhere we go, and 
that’s a great feeling. You need 
that sort of feedback

Sports talk 


Sports are all about controver- 
sy. “I can run faster than you.” 
“Jump higher.’ ‘‘My team is 
better than yours.'’ Argument 
Conflict 

“We would have won if 
Conjecture. 

And many of us are addicted 
to it. 

That's the basis on which all- 
sports programming such as that 
offered by KEZK-AM (590) is 
founded. Round-the-clock sports 
talk, mostly local, about the St 
Louis Cardinals and the St. Lou- 
is Blues, and presumably, as the 
season changes, other teams, 
other events 

It’s way too early to know how 
well the programming is 
received by the St. Louis audi- 
ence. But it’s been spotty artisti- 
cally. 

When KEZK kicked off the 
sports format a few weeks ago, 
it seemed to some of us in the 
media that controversial Kevin 
Slaten would be the foundation 
of the station's offering. Slaten 
had been the guy on whom 
KASP-AM (1380) tried to build 
its all-sports effort. At least, he 
was the guy who drew most of 
the attention with his ranting 
about the failur of local teams 

Give Slaten his due. He is not 
afraid to ruffle local icons. In 
fact, ruffling is his stock in 


trade. During a recent two hours 
when I dipped in and out of his 
morning show, the program con- 
sisted of three subjects: rip Car- 
dinals manager Joe Torre; tear 
Blues coach Bob Berry; and Sla- 
ten talking with call-ins — ‘Are 
you with me or against me?” 

One exchange sounded some- 
thing like this (referring, I 
guess, to a previous conversa- 
tion): 

Listener: *‘You_hung up—on 
me. I won that one, Kevin.”’ Sla- 
ten: ‘No, you didn’t.’ 

I did."’ ‘Slaten: 
Listener: ~ ~ 
on and on, 

If arguing can be bland, this 
was. On the other hand, Slaten 
gets credit for having Dal Max- 
vill, general manager of the Car- 
dinals, on his program the next 
morning. Unfortunately, at least 
while I was listening, Slaten did 
not come on nearly as strong 
with his criticism of the team as 
he did when Maxvill was not 
present. 

Other hosts do better jobs of 
informing the listeners and giv- 
ing them a chance to express 
opinions and get reactions. Trey 
Wingo, reporter for KSDK-TV, 
(Channel 5) and Andy Mohler, a 
sports producer for the same 
station, followed Slaten and 
chipped in with a lively program 
that touched on a variety of sub- 
jects. Later that evening, Mike 
Claiborne and Bob Ramsey 
pitched in with an entertaining 
mixture of fact and opinion on a 
number of sports issues 

It seems to me one problem 
the station has to avoid is 
monotony. If the format bogs 
down in disgruntled fans whining 
constantly about the perfor- 
mance of local teams and a per- 
sonality who seems to have noth- 
ing--constructive to~add to the 
discussion, it won't work. That, I 
gue: is Slaten’s thing. Even we 
sports fanatics get tired of the 
same conversation day after 
day. 

Fortunately, the other person- 
alities seem determined to give 
us something different

Course teaches baby-sitting basics

Just as the armed services 
puts its new. recruits through 
basic training before sending 
them into combat, new baby sit- 
ters can use some training in the 
basics of watching children 
before going on the front lines 

A--four-day comprehensive 
training course for beginning 
baby sitters will be offered 
throughout the summer at St 
Louis Children’s Hospital 

The course is taught by health- 
care and safety professionals 
Rosalie Rudert, curriculum and 
community pregram associateat 
the Child Development Center at 
the hospital explains what baby 
sitters dre taught in the course. 

“Basic first aid is taught by 
an emergency-room nurse, fire 
safety is taught by a firefighter, 
and discipline issues and choos- 
ing age-appropriate toys and 
activities are taught by a child 
development specialist 

Rudert, who has a master’s 
degree in early childhood educ: 
tion and has worked at the hos~ 
pital’s employee child-care cen 
ter for 13 years, said the 
training offered ‘by Children’s 
Hospital teaches the baby sitter 
his responsibilities. 

“The first and foremost 
responsibility of the baby sitter 























is to keep the child or children 
safe,” Rudert said. ‘The baby 
sitter should not be hanging on 
the phone or doing homework all 
evening 

“We also teach the baby sit- 
ters how to plan age-appropriate 
activities so that they can make 
the evening special for the chil- 
dren they watch,” she said 

The course is open to boys and 
girls ages 10 and older and pre- 
pares them to watch children 
while the parents are gone for 
several hours or during the eve- 
ning. But watching children all 
day while parents work is anoth- 
er situation 

Parents_who work need child 
care, not baby-sitting, Rudert 
said. Being a child-care worker 
requires more intense qualifica- 
tions and training than the hospi 
tal provides in this course, she 











Rudert suggests _ parents 
looking for a baby sitter ask 
some questions. ‘Does the baby 
sitter know about young children 
and their needs? 
“Do you “have contact with the 
baby ‘Sitter’s family?” “Does the 
baby sitter have good referenc- 
es? 

She recommends parents inter- 
view the potential baby sitter 
and ask him to describe the 
kinds of activities he would plan 
for the children, as well as how 











’ she asked. 


he would handle emergency situ- 
alions, discipline problems and 
fights between siblings. 

In addition, parents need to 
prepare information for the baby 
sitter. ‘‘Parents should realize 
they have a responsibility to 
Jeave important information for 
the baby sitter,” she said. 

This information includes 
emergency phone- numbers and 
contacts in case the parents can- 
not be reached, emergency exits 
from the house, locations of keys 
for the house, location of fire 
extinguishers and smoke detec- 
tors, and bedtime and meal rou- 
tines for the children. 

‘Each house is different, and 
each child is different,” Rudert 
said. ‘Parents necdto—ptan 
enough time to go™ over every- 
thing the baby sitter will need to 
know and should also leave 
typed instructions with him.”

How does Social Security spend money?

Q. My wife and I have a few 
questions about how Social Secu- 
rity has been spending our lax 
money. We have been paying 
into Social Security since 1937 
Where did all our money go? 
How does Social Security invest 
money it doesn’t need to pay for 
current benefits? How high are 
Social Security's administrative 
expenses? 














A. Most of your Social Security 
aX Money Was spent as fast as 
you paid it. For the first 45 
years of the program, Social 
Security operated on a ‘“‘pay as 
you go’ tem of financing ben- 
efits. That means the money 
used to pay Social Security bene: 
fits was provided by the people 
paying Social Security taxes at 
that same time. Almost all of 
your taxes paid for your parents’ 
and grandparents’ Social Securi- 
ty benefits and very little was 
saved 

From 1937 to 1969, Social Secu- 
rity’s total income (employee 




















and employer taxes plus interest 
earned) was $277 billion. In all 
those years, a reserve fund of 
only $30 billion was built up. By 
contrast, in 1993 alone, Social 
Security will pay $300 billion in 
benefits 





Since 1983, Social Security has 
been moving from a_pay-as-y 
go system to a “partial reserve 
system of financing. By taxing 
more than is needed to pay for 
current benefits, Social Security 
has now begun to save assets to 
help pay for future benefits 
Social Security’s actuaries are 
Planning on saving $5 trillion 
over the next four decades to 
help pay benefits to the “Baby 
Boom’’ generation. If that is 
accomplished, it will mean a 
lighter tax burden on future gen- 
eration 

Because of the original Social 
Security Act of 1935, all Social 
Security tax money not needed 




















to pay current benefits must be 
invested in U.S. government 
securities. Social Security’s trust 
funds now hold $330 billion of 


U.S. government securities. 









Those securities pay a high rate 
of interest and are considered to 
be the safest investment in the 
world. 

About 1 cent for every dollar 
of benefits paid is-spent on 
Social ecurity’s administrative 
expenses. Of ‘course, in a pro 
gram large as Social Securi- 
ty, 1 cent on a dollar adds up to 
some serious money bout $3 
billion in 1993 

Q. I am drawing benefits on 
my ex-husband’s Social Security. 
We were married for more than 
10 years and although I remar- 
ried, IT am now single again. I 
have learned that my ex-hus: 
band is Qying to remarry soon 
Will my ‘Henefits continue, or 
will they Stop se-his new wife 
can get the money? 

A. Your benefits will not stop 
when your ex-husband rema 
ries. In fact, both you and hi 
new wife can draw Social Secur 
ty based on your ex-husband’s 
record.
